“TEACH US TO PRAY.” These are 
the words of Jesus’ disciples, asking 
Him to teach them how to pray. They 
doubtless had been watching Him. 
They saw that He was almost contin- 
ually in prayer, especially when He 
was not preaching to them: Often He 
would pray all night long. Sometimes 
He would slip out of His bed at the 
early morning hours before daybreak 
and steal away in some private place 
to pray. He often would go with His 
disciples for prayer. Sometimes He 
would leave them a little ways, about 
a stone’s throw and there He would 
kneel and pray. His often praying, al- 
so His power for service doubtless 
impressed His disciples that they 
should pray more, but they were not 
certain that they were praying in the 
right manner, therefore they asked 
Jesus that He teach them how to 
pray. I am sure that this was a de- 
light to Jesus. He wants His children 
to know how to pray in an effectual 
manner so that their prayers may go 
through to the throne. If we can get 
our prayers through all will be well 
with us. Yes, I will say again, “All 
will be well.” Why do I say this? Just 
because Jesus says that whatsoever 
we ask in His name it shall be given. 
When we see that things are going 
wrong we should ask the Lord that 
regulation be made until all becomes 
well again. 

There is hardly a family that does 
not need help. Every individual needs 
help occasionally. It is often the case 
that the Church needs help, then why 
should we go along destitute of the 
necessary things when God’s_ store 
house is full of good things belonging 
to His children ang He stands ready 
to deal out to every one for only the 
asking.

I 
don’t see how you can keep so calm 
at all times. What do you do with 
your perplexities?’

talk to God. I tell Him all about it. 

I tell Him 
what bothers me and how anxious I 
am; and I ask Him, if it 
is His will, to deliver me, to comfort 
me, either by answering my prayer 
in a wonderful way or lifting my bur- 
den.’

sure cure for worry; try it. Although 
He may not always answer my pray- 
ers in the way I ask, yet my mind is 
relieved of my burden.’” 

He Is Just As Muth interested 

I am sure that hundreds of our 
readers can give a testimony similar 
to the above. Oh! that we could real- 
ize that Jesus is just as much inter- 
ested in us praying tuday as He was 
when He taught the early disciples 
how to pray. 

He said to them that they must say, 
“Our Father which art in heaven.” 
They were not to depend on other 
things, or other gods, He told a cer- 
tain class of Jews that the devil was 
their father. Oh! that we could turn 
away from everything else and direct 
our prayers to our Father in heaven. 
We also should hallow His name 
praise and adore His name above all 
names. 

It is well when we pray that we 
should not give away to despondency 
but that we should talk to Him in a 
spirit of praise and thanksgiving. 

I am personally acquainted with a 
precious woman who had been sick 
so long that she had almost complete- 
ly given away to despondency. She 
had trieq many physicians and was 
nothing bettered also she had been 
prayed for many times, I myself had 
prayed for her with no visible results, 
but finally the “key note” was touch- 
ed, but it was only when we prevail- 
ed on her to raise her head from the 

chair where she was kneeling and 
lift her hands toward heaven. She be- 
gan to rejoice, then was carried away 
in a trance for a few minutes then 
arose healed by the mighty power 
of God. 

Oh God teach us how to pray. This 
should be the cry of every soul. There 
are many things to be considered 
when we are getting ready to talk to 
God. The scepter that will let us ap- 
proach the King of kings is the 
scepter of righteousness and that scep- 
ter is in our own lives. 

If we are at “outs” with our brother 
in the Lord we need not expect to get 
in close touch with the Lord in prayer 
until we have become reconciled to 
our brother. 

Sometimes our prayers are hindered 
because of differences in our home af- 
fairs. The husband should give due 
respect and honor to the wife, also 
should the wife the same to the hus- 
band. Peter indicates that if this isn’t 
done our prayers will be hindered. See 
1 Pet. 3:7. 

If you are sick and desire to get 
through to God you should not leave 
a single fault un-confessed. Accord- 
ing to James if it isn’t done God is 
not under any obligation to hear the 
prayers though they may be many and 
long. 

Oh then my dear beloved fellow- 
saints of God would you get your pray- 
er through to God? Then show your- 
self willing to pray, and like the early 
disciples have a willing mind to learn 
to pray. ; 

Let us remember that there are 
more things to pray about today than 
ever before. 

God has heard prayers about some 
serious things in the past concerning 
His Church, but there are yet other 
serious things to pray about. 

Dear ones I feel that you are help- 
ing us pray, but I am hoping to stir up 
others to this very important ministry. 

May the dear Lord bless you in the 
effort of prayer.

The Lord Jehovah~ is omnipotent 
“All power is given unto me in heav- 
en and in earth.” Matt. 28:18. “The 
Lord God omnipotent reigneth.

19:8); omniscient (“Known unto 
God are all His works from the begin- 
ning of the world.” Acts 15:18); om- 
nipresent’ (“Thus the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy: I dwell in the high and 
holy place, with him also that is of a 
contrite and humble spirit.” Isa. 57:15, 
“Whither shall I flee from thy pres- 
ence? If I ascend up into heaven 
thou art there: if I make my bed in 





hell, behold, thou art there.” Psa. 
139:7, 8). : 

The one hope and consolation of 
Adam’s race—sinful and_ sinned 


against—is the revelation through Je- 


sus Christ that the omnipotent, om-. 


niscient Presence that fills eternally 
(of time and space) is the embodi- 
ment of Love. 


This is no news to young men and 
women reared in Sunday School; we 
have been taught it al? our lives, and 
we repeat it to others, often mechani- 
cally, for we frequently act as if it 
were not true. If we grasped the sig- 
nificance of these truths our deport- 
ment would not so often belie our 
confession of faith. Somebody has 
said, “We don’t believe what we be- 
lieve.” 

Since we accept and teach the 
theory that the God we worship pos- 
sesses all the above attributes, it 
seems that we would accept without 
question any positive statement made 
by Him; that we would jump at the 
chance to get His viewpoint concern- 
ing any matter touching our lives; 
that we would make it a point to keep 
our spiritual ear open to catch the 
faintest whispered suggestion of the 
Holy Spirit having to do with the 
Father’s plan for our lives. Is this 
the case? Too often the human heart 
meets the revealed will of God with 
a volley of questions—‘“Why? Why? 
Why?” 

When the inspired apostle made 
this imperative statement, “Be ye not 
unequally yokeg together with unbe- 
lievers” (2 Cor. 6:14), he seems to 
have anticipated the usual storm of 
interrogatives, hence he “beats us to 
it” with an appeal to human reason: 
“What fellowship,” challenges 
Gamaliel’s law student, “hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion hath light with dark- 
ness? And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? 


Here’s one made of wood, worn by 
two oxen. Jerry is an “unbeliever” in 
hard work. He argues with faithful, 
steady Tom that it’s all nonesense, 
this wearing their life out in the hot 
sunshine and ugly qirt—that the sane 
thing to do is to kick the master a 
“good one” and go lie in the shade 
and wade in the pond. Poor Tom has 
to bear the burden, and at the same 
time have the life nearly nagged-out 
of him by the out-flow of Jerry’s 
rebellious, unbelieving heart. Tom 
loves the work—the smell of freshly 
broken soil. He has a vision of wav- 
ing tassels, of ripened ears of corn 
that the master will by and by place 
in his feeq box. Jerry sees only a 
hardship being imposed upon him. 
He’s such a_ splendid-looking fellow, 
too. Tom had often greatly admired 
him as he grazed in a_ neighboring 
pasture, and he was delighted when 
the master bought him, but sadly 
disillusioned when he became _ his 
partner in yoke-bearing; he wished 
every day for a yoke-fellow that would 
enter into the spirit of the work and 
help him bear the burden, insteag of 
lagging back, grumbling and making 
his life miserable. Unequally yoked! 
Figuratively, the yoke is a tie of 
some sort that binds one to another.

The chastisement of our 
peace was upon Him and with His 
stripes we are healed. 


First of all I want to say that the 
thought that is burning on my soul is 
that Jesus died for our sins (meaning 
many), as well as our sin (the root), 
and that it was necessary that He 
(Jesus) should die and that the prec- 
ious blood of our dear Savior wash 
away sins (many) as well as sin (the 
root). 

We hear many people, yes Church 
of God preachers say it was not neces- 
sary that Jesus should die. They say 
He forgave sins before He died. That 
is true, but do you know that He was 
the Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world. Rev. 13:8. I have only 
three points in this message. The 
first is that it was necessary that He 
should die; second that the blood, yes 
the precious blood of Jesus is applied 
at salvation as well as at sanctifica- 
tion; third that He died for our sins 
(many) as well as one sin (the root). 

I have heard many say, “You have 
no Holy Ghost in you until you receive 
your baptism.” I have heard many of 
our preachers say that. But I say give 
me Bible. You know I always like 
to have Bible for all. If we quote 
Scripture and we quote them half 
right and half wrong we had better 
stop and sit down. When I was under 
the Assemblies of God I never liked 
it and since I am in the Church of God 
I am more watchful, because we need 
to be. If we say we have the whole 
Bible we need to know the whole 
Bible. I do not say you need to mem- 
orize it, no, but you need to know 
what you are preaching and what you 
believe. If you do not, some one will 
come along ang knock your props out 
from under you. 

You might say, “Give us Bible on 
your points.” All right. 


lst. It was necessary for Him to 
die. He died on the most attractive 
scene, and at the closing hour, His 
side was pierced, and out came blood 
and water, then He said “IT IS 
FINISHED.” Was this crucifixion for 
saved ones only? No, it was for sin- 
ners. It was necessary for Him to die; 
to spill His innocent bloog and the 
BLOOD alone can wash away your 
sins, which are many, and if you stay 
there long enough He will wash away 
also sin (the root), but because you 
do not stay long enough you must go 
back. Bible references as follows: 
Isa. 53:5; Heb. 13:12; 9:22; 9:28; 
10:12; Matt. 26:28; Lev. 17:11; Eph. 
1:7; Col. 1:14; 1 Pet. 1:18, 19; Rev. 
1:5; 1 Cor. 15:3; 1 John 2:2; 4:10; 
1 Pet. 2:24; 1 Pet. 3:18. 
There are many more, but suffice 
is this that “He died for our sins 
(many) as well as the root.” You will 
quickly quote Heb. 13:12 and _ say 
“wherefore, Jesus also ***.” Wait, tell 
me the meaning of the three words 
in the beginning of that verse. Paul 
says in 1 Cor. 15:3 “Christ died for 
our sins.” (Many). How can you get 
around it? It is like the Holy Ghost. 
Now many Church of God preachers 
say you haven’t any Holy Ghost until 
you speak in tongues. That is not true, 
you have the Holy Ghost in its in- 
fancy at justification and sanctifica- 
tion. You have the Holy Ghost in a 
great measure, but you have not the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost as in Acts 
2:4 until you speak in other tongues. 
2d I said in the beginning, the 
BLOOD is applied at justification as 
well as at sanctification. You will find 
the answer at Rev. 1:5. Also in Rev. 
5:9 it says that He washed us from 
our sins as well as sin, and it applied 
at justification, and again moreso at 
sanctification. It says He washed us 
from our sins. Rev. 1:5. How could 
we do without applying it? 
Don’t do away with the _preci- 
ous BLOOD preachers. If you do, you 
will be powerless, the BLOOD, the 
BLOOD. This is Bible and Jesus said 
“On this rock.” What rock? Himself, 
Jesus. “I will build my Church and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” Many say “I am in the 
Church of God and just as soon as 
Jesus comes, I will go and everybody 
else will be left, because the Church 
of God is the Bride.” That is true, but 
not all in the Church of God are go- 
ing, and again all in the Church of 
God are going. You will say that is 
funny, but it is not. There is an in-
